Sound W; riting. 


The possibilities of development in the 
sound film are a long way yet from being 
éxhausted.. I ‘notite that an announce- 
ment which may have far-reaching results 
has just been made in Munich. This is to 
the effect that a young inventor there has 


sound films without troubling to make the 
sound. According to a writer in the 
Frankfurter Illustreite, this is accom- 
plished by graphical writing on the usual 
film material, without the intervention of 
any recording apparatus, and is founded 
upon the process currently in use, which 
gives a series of lines on films, something 
like the grooves on a gramaphone record. 
Analysis has been made of all these 
‘curves of sound;’’ they have been 
classified and indexed, and now, in the 
new process, when: drawn by hand, the 
corresponding artificial sound is repro- 
duced exactly as if it were made with the 
most expensive instruments. The inventor, 
who has already completed two films of a 
series to be called " Sound Writing,” is 
said to be investigating every practical 
channel of his discovery. 


The new green baize door has proved | 
of great assistance in the maintenance of 
quiet. Until recently a notice was 
affixed to the outside of it bearing the 
words in Irish: “ Please show your 
ticket here.”

Grespass. 


There has always been some uncertainty 
as to what is meant by trespass, and the 
activities of “hakers” in Sostian seem 
to be bringing the question into prominence 
again, Public rights in this matter are 
somewhat ill-defined. To trespass on 
cultivated land is, of course, an offence, 
and the rights of the land-owner must be 
respected ; but the law is not so definite 
where uncultivated land is concerned. The 
familiar notice, “ Trespassers will be 
prosecuted,’’ is not quite as formidable 
as it would appear. The intruder must 
leave when he is asked to go, and, should 
he refuse, sufficient force to eject him may 
be used, resistance. to which is assault. 
If, however, he has done no damage, he 
cannot be prosecuted. He may legally pick 
and take away with him as his own 
property any uncultivated flower or fruit. 
There have, indeed, been instances where 
mushroom-gatherers have been prosecuted 
and convicted by local magistrates on the 
grounds that the farmer had cultivated 
the mushrooms, but it is not likely that 
such a conviction would be upheld in a 
superior court, Few land-owners nowadays 
object to visitors crossing uncultivated 
land, provided that they behave reasonably. 
Nevertheless, according to the letter of 
the law, the only right which the public} 
possess, even on a street or highway, is 
the right to go and come. On. the fore 
shore and in the sea there are no public 
rights, and nobody, strictly, may bathe

Stn,—Ireland is the land of cliques, 
especially in literature. May I beseech those 
who still hope to see some culture preserved

leave out the utter physical impossibility 
of the Tailteann judges granting prizes to 
other books, which, however, are good litera- 
ture. 

You can judge, then, what the Gaelic 
awards represent; and the tragedy is that 
there was, a few years ago, a budding 
literature in Gaelic. It has been prac- 
tically stifled by the “censorship mind.” 
The subsidised Gaelic books are under- 
selling any independent Gaelic  litera- 
ture. This is a great danger—the more so 
as, for historic reasons, the culture of our 
people is very backward. I am a Catholic 
and a practising Catholic, but I must yield 
to the fact that books which on the Con- 
tinent would be hailed as great Catholic 
literature would be persecuted here. 
Culturally, Ireland is very raw; and, bad 
as English-Ireland is, Gaelic League Ireland, 
as distinct from the Gaeltacht, is infinitely 
worse. 

Som day those of us who knosv' Irish 
will start translating these ~ Gaelic 
classics "’ into English, and then the fat 
wili be in the fire. The taxpayer will see 
what he is subsidising; and, if we can get 
English-speaking Ireland to read, even in 
translation, works such as Padraic O Conaire’s 
short stories, Séamus © Grianna’s Catsledin 
Vir and Ctwth is Dealán, and Seosamh 
Mac Grianna’s Boghan Ruadh O Néill, the 
taxpayer will see that Gaelic writers, with 
genuine literary gifts, are being crushed or 
driven to write in English.

South “Africa is startled by something 
which, on the; face of. ity.appears to be 
sorcery on a particularly davhaging i scale. 
The house of a coloured man, Robert 
Wislon, has been visited by. a series of in- 
explicable fires for eight successive days. 
They never start in any ordinary fashion. 
Clothes inside a suitcase have burst into 
flames; a pile of clothing has caught fire 
without warning; the “blankets and 
mattress on a bed have become a mass of 
flames in the twinkling of an eye. None 
of the fifteen members of the family 
actually has seen a fire start at any time; 
but regularly, when one of them had 
turned his back on an object, it would 
break into flames on the instant. Wislon 
believes that somebody who wishes him 
ill has -put»a spell on. the. house— 
that the unknown assailant has gone 
to a doeken, or witch-docto?, and has 
paid money for the ruin of Wislon’s 
house and livelihood. In practice it 
would be easy enough for any clever man 
tó start. such blazes: there are plenty 
of chemical combinations which break into 
flame without the application of any fire. 
Yet. we must not dismiss the prevailing 
popular belief in supernatural agency, with 
a wave of the hand.

THE CARDINAL'S FINAL 
BLESSING. 


By Our Srectat RErResenraTive. 


Wy Atee dripped from the eaves of sheds 
on Catlisle Pier, Dun Laoghaire, 
rain-sodden flags fiapped in the freshen- 
ing off-shore breeze, heavy grey clouds 
covered the sky, and a feeling of sadness 
| seemed to pervade the great crowds which 
had assembled to watch the departure of 
Cardinal Lorenzo Lauri, Papal Legate, 
by the Royal. Mail steamer Hibernia on 
the first stage of his journey back to. the 
Vatican City. 

How different was the scene to that I 
witnessed on the same pier a fortnight 
ago! “Then there was brilliant sunshine 
and an air of happy expectancy among the 
crowds. On that day it was ' Hail”; 
yesterday it was “ Farewell.” | 

Thousands of people gathered along the 
sea front in the early morning, and a 
strong force of Civic Guards had been 
drafted into Dun Laoghaire to keep the 
crowds in check. Shortly before 10 o'clock 
the infantry guard of honour, commanded 
by Commandant McHugh, took up their 
places on either side of the long red carpet 
which stretched from the roadway and 
along the pier to the gangway of the 
Hibernia. 

The party of dignitaries. of Church and 
State, with members of the Dublin Cor- 
poration, the Dublin County Council; and 
the Dun Laoghaire Council, congregated 
in a knot around the foot of the gangway 
to await the arrival of His Eminence. 


PRESIDENT INSPECTS SHIP. 

Distant cheering from the crowds lining 
the roadway and the playing of the 
‘* Soldier’s Song ”’ 
| heralded the arrival of the President of the 
| Exeentive Council of the Free State, Mr. 
Íde Valera, who, accompanied by his 
Ministers, spent a few minutes on board 
the ship, which they had chartered for the 
Pope’s representative on. his. return 
journey. 

Presently Mr. de Valera was on shore 
again. and passed’ to the gateway of the 
pier to await the Cardinal. The Chief 
of . Staff, Major-General Brennan, then 
inspected .the guard of honour, accom- 
panied by the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment for Defence, General McMahon. 

Fifteen’ minutes before the scheduled 
time of departure His Eminence, accom- 
panied by his hest, the Archbishop of 
Dublin, Dr. Byrne, and the members of 
his suite, arrived at the pier. As the 
first bars of the Papal Hymn were played 
the party halted and stood around the 
Cardinal. his scarlet robe fluttering behind 
him in the breeze, revealing the black of 
his soutane. 

As the strains. of the hymn died away 

the party walked slowly towards the gang- 
way. 
One again the Cardinal stopped; this 
time at.the foot of the gangway. -I looked 
for the colourful uniforms of his retinue; 
they were absent. Gone were the brilliant 
Velasquez trappings of the Chamberlains 
of the Sword and Cape; the Cardinal's 
cape and the purple capes of the Mon- 
signori were the only colours to be seen. 
The remaining members of the suite were 
attired in the sombre. biack of morning 
dress. 


SAYING GOOD-BYE. 
SZarning to President de Valera, the 
Cardinal shook him heartily by the hand 
and bade him farewell. It was not the 
tithe for ceremonial speeches, and. each 
member of the suite shook hands with 
those men who had become their friends 
during the short time of their stay in Ire- 
land. The “ coocd-byes ” took but a few 
minutes, and the commander of the 
Hibernia, Captain Williams, stepped 
ashore to meet his passenger and lead him 
on to the ship. 

Many eyes were suffused as the Cardinal 
moved up the gangway. Round after 
round of cheers broke out. 


KNEELING FOR THE BLESSING. 

At the top of the gangway Cardinal 
Lauri turned to the little group below 
him, who reverently knelt as he imparted 
the Papal blessing. The party echoed the 
final “ Amen,’’ and as they rose I could 
hear the tramp of marching feet. It was 
the officers of the guard of honour and the 
cavalry escort. Halting opposite the 
Legate the infantry officers removed their 
caps and the cavalrymen their shakos, 
and, kneeling before the smiling-faced 
Cardinal, they received his blessing. In 
turn they gave him a last salute. 

A short blast from the ship’s siren, the 
thud of the lowered gangway, the clany of 
the eagine-room telegraph, and the steamer 
slipped away, the Cardinal and his suite 
waving their hats high aboye their heads. 

Every vessel in the harbour sounded its 
siren, and gunson the breakwaters boomed 
out their parting salvoes, The pier party. 


the Cardinal as he stood, now on the 
aa“ deck of the ship, with the Secretary 
of the Free State Department of External 
Affairs, Mr. J. P. Walshe, at his elbow. 
Nearby was Mr. J. M. Irwin, Irish traffic 
manager of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway, who also travelled on 
the Hibernia. 


“COME BACK TO ERIN.” 
Above the cheering the strains of
